A  HE  Secretary  for  the  Department  of  War,  has 
the  honor  to  report  the  annexed  ftatements,  fupple- 
nientary  to  his  report  of  the  13th  inftant,  and  in 
purfuance  of  a  refolution  of  the  Houfe  of  Repre- 
fentatives  of  the  United  States,  bearing  date  the  28th 
of  March,  1798,  requiring  "  An  eftimate  in  detail 
''  of  the  probable  appHcation  of  the  fum  to  be  ap- 
*•  propriated  for  the  Quarter- Mafter  Department 
*'  for  the  prefent  year/' 

No.  1 .  A  letter  from  t^nt  Quarter- Mafter- General, 
dated  Pittfburgh,  the   9th  of  April  inftant. 

No.  2.  An  edimate  b}^  the  Quarter- Mafter,  for 
expenditures  on  the  North-Weftern  frontier,  Qhio 
and  Mifliftippi,  amounting  td  207,200  dollars,  ex- 
clufive  of  28,000  dollars,  for  the  pay  and  fubfiftence 
of  the  crews  of  four  gallies,  deftined  to  the  pro- 
te6lion  of  our  pofts,  and  navigation  in  the  rivers 
Qhio  and  Miftiffippi.  It  is  doubtful,  whether  the 
ftate  of  things  will  admit  of  the  major  part  of  the 
crews  for  thefe  gallies  being  drawn  from  the  line  of 
the  army,  or  require  that  men  fhould  be  exprefsiy 
engaged  for  the  fervice.  It  will  be  expedient  there- 
fore to  cover  their  pay  and  fubfiftence  by  an  ade- 
quate appropriation. 

In  a  letter  dated  the  9th  inftant,  Brigadier- General 
Wilkinfon  obferves,  "  I   have   examined  and  ap- 
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^*  proved  the  cflimate  of  the  Quarter- Mafler-r 
**  General;  the  amount  is  confiderable,  yet  it  will 
**  be  found  in  the  refult,  barely  fufhcient  to  embrace 
<*  the  feveral  fubjeds  it  comprehends." 

No.  3.  A  detailed  view  of  the  articles  wanted 
for  the  troops  and  garrifons  on  the  frontiers  of  Geor- 
gia, tranfportation  of  thefe  and  Indian  annuities  inr 
eluded,  amounting  to  29,400  dollars. 

No.  4.  A  detailed  view  of  the  articles  wanted  for 
the  troops  and  garrifons  on  the  frontiers  of  the  State 
of  TennelTee,  tranfportation  of  thefe  and  Indian  an- 
nuities included,  amounting  to  29,400  dollars. 

No.  5.  An  eftimate  of  the  coft  of  tranfportation 
of  ordinance,  military  and  Quarter- M after  flores, 
medicines,  clothing,  &c.  from  Philadelphia  or  the 
different  magazines,  to  Pittfburgh  and  ports  on  the 
fea-board;  and  of  arms,  &c.  made  or  repaired,  from 
the  places  were  made  or  rcpairedj  to  this  city,  o^ 
other  places  of  depofu. 

The  firft  charge  in  the  cflimate  No.  5,  is  for  the 
Iranrportation,  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittfburgh,  of 
ordinance  and  articles  called  for  by  the  commanding 
(General,  to  put  in  a  proper  flate  of  defence,  the 
pofts  on  the  North  Weflern  frontier,  Qhio  and 
MiinfTippi;  the  tranfportation  of  thefe  from  Pittf- 
t^urgh  to  their  places  of  deftination,  not  being  in^ 
eluded  in  the  eflimate  No.  2. 

The  fecond  charge  embraces  the  ufual  tranfpor- 
tation of  clothing  and  fupplies  for  the  army  and 
polls,  and  the  annuities  and  prefents  for  the  Indians, 
irom  Philadelphia  to.  Pittfburgh. 

The  third  charge,  the  tranfportation  of  fupplies 
from  Philadelphia  to  the  pofls  and  garrifons  on  the 
fea-coaft,  and  feveral  recruiting  places  of  rendezvous. 

The  fourth,  the  tranfportation  of  arms,  clothing, 
&c,  from  the   places  where  fabricated  to  the   flores; 
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and  magazines  provided  for  them,  the  whole  amount- 
ing to  63.762  dollars. 

Thefe  feveral  eftimates  exhibit  the  probable  ap- 
plication of  tl:  e  monies,  which  will  be  required  for 
the  Quarter- M after  Department  for  the  prefenfc 
year,  amounting  to  357,762  dollars. 

It  rs  proper  to  obferve  refpeding  thefe  eftimates, 
that  although  there  has  been  as  much  detail  attempt- 
ed, and  attention  beftowed  in  forming  them,  as  could 
be  given  to  the  fubjedl,  they  may  neverthelefs,  from 
unavoidable  omiflions,  and  being  predicated  on  a 
pacific  ftate  of  things,  and  the  prefent  eftablifhment 
only,  fall  fhort  of  reprefenting  the  aQual  expenditures 
for  which  a  provifion  may  be  neceffary.

Sir, 

Incloled  I  have  the  honour  to  tranfmit  the  efli- 

mate  required  by  you.      It  has  been  formed  'under 

the  diredion  of  General  Wilkinfon,  and  approved 

of  hy  him. 

I  have  left  a  blank  for  the  fum  to  be  filled  for  the 
pay  and  fubfifhence  of  the  crew  of  the  gallies,  by  the 
direction  of  General  WiJkinfon,  that  it  may  be  in- 
ferted  by  you.  General  Wilkinfon  alledges,  that  it 
will  require  fixty  men  to  work  each  galley;  if  thefe 
are  to  be  paid  by  the  Quarter- Mailer  Department, 
it  will  require  a  large  fum.  The  lead  wages  that  can 
be  expe6led  to  be  given  to  men  engaged  exprefsly 
for  this  fervice,  would  be  from  .ten  to  twelve  dollars 
per  month,  At  this  rate  the  pay  for  two  hundred 
and  forty  men  for  a  year,  would  be  28.800 dollars; 
but  fliould  fewer  be  employed,  and  part  of  them 
troops,  it  would  Rill  lelTen  the  fum,  which  is  to  be 
regulated  by  you.
